Spring soaring 
to new heights 


Sunny days. 

Halifax forecast to 
break temperature 
records by about 
10 C this week

Sun tanning in March? Sure. 

It’s the first day of spring 
today and we’re looking to 
bust temperature records by 
at least 10 C on Wednesday 
and Thursday. 

Bob Robichaud, a meteor¬ 
ologist with Environment 
Canada, said a high-pressure 
system will bring a lot of sun 
and pump up warm air from 
the southwest. It has some 
connection to the air mass 
that gave other regions, from 
Chicago to Ontario, such 
fantastic March weather last 


week. 

Environment Canada is 
forecasting 20 glorious de¬ 
grees for both Wednesday and 
Thursday, but Robichaud said 
some of their models show 
it could go even higher than 
that. Current temperature re¬ 
cords for March 21 and 22 are 
10.5 C (set in 1979) and 11.8 C 
(set in 1983), respectively. 

Usually records are broken 
by a degree or two — not 10. 

“Forecasting a record to be 
broken by about 10 C is quite 
unusual, but I wouldn’t say 
it’s never happened before,” 
Robichaud said. 

And it’s not that rare to 
hit 20 C in March. In fact, the 
record high for today is 20.2 
C set in 2010. But remember 
it’s March and a snowstorm 
could easily be around the 
corner, Robichaud said. 

“The cold air is not that 
far off from where we are, 
it’s just we’re in a good pat¬ 
tern here mid-week to give us 
those nice temperatures.”

The number of ballots cast in the strike 
vote, about 350 more than the union 
typically sees from this local. 
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Another massive strike could 
be on the horizon and it’s not 
buses this time, but health¬ 
care services. 

The 3,569 members of the 
Nova Scotia General Employ¬ 
ees Union (NSGEU) Local 42 
voted 90.7 per cent in favour 
of a strike on Monday. 

There are three days still 
booked for conciliation, 
from April 3 to 5, but NSGEU 
president Joan Jessome says 
the two sides are far apart. 

“We’re going to go there to 
get a deal but we also know 
the position of the union and 
its members going into it,” 
she said. 

Capital Health is offering 
one per cent wage increases 
in the next three years, and 
the union wants 5.1 per cent 
in the first year, then cost-of- 
living increases for the next 
two. 

“We’re far apart but if 
there’s a deal to be had that 
we can recommend, then 
we’ll certainly try to get it,” 
Jessome said. 


Kathy MacNeil, vice- 
president of people for Cap¬ 
ital Health, agrees they’re far 
apart but she has hope for the 
bargaining process. 

“We’ve got a ways to go 
on the wage side,” she said. 
“We’ve been here before 
and we’ve been able to work 
through. Negotiation is about 
compromise and each of us 
making those compromises 
so we can get to a deal.” 

The two sides have signed 
an emergency-services agree¬ 
ment but a strike would have 
a significant impact on the 
delivery of service, Jessome 
says. 

“It will not be business as 
usual,” she said. “There will 
be a scaled-down version of 
pretty much every service. 
Cancer treatment in the Vet¬ 
erans building will be fully 
staffed.... ORs and the ER will 
be open, but the ORs will be 
scaled back.” 

The union’s members 
work at Capital Health sites in 
HRM and Hants County and 
include occupational ther¬ 
apists, medical-lab techni¬ 
cians, emergency-room para¬ 
medics and social workers.

Dal faces walkout again, this time by support staff 



One strike was averted on 
Monday, but Dalhousie Uni¬ 
versity could be facing an¬ 
other one. 

Members of the Dalhousie 
Faculty Association (DFA) ap¬ 
proved a tentative deal ham¬ 
mered out through concilia¬ 
tion on Monday. 

Of the 73 per cent of DFA 
members who voted, 95 per 
cent approved of the deal. 
It’s retroactive to July 1 and 
gives faculty members 1.25 
per cent cost-of-living in¬ 
creases in the first two years, 
and 1.75 per cent in the third 
year. 

According to the DFA, sal-

plied to the basic scales. 

But support staff with the 
Nova Scotia General Employ¬ 
ees Union Local 77 are still in 
talks with the university. 

Joan Jessome, president of 
NSGEU, says there are con¬ 


ciliation talks scheduled for 
Tuesday. The 800 members 
will vote on either a tentative 
deal or the employer’s last of¬ 
fer on Wednesday. 

If they reject it, they’ll be 
out on the picket line Thurs¬ 
day morning. 

The school semester is 
ending, but a strike now will 
still have an impact, Jessome 
says. 

“It’s the end of the fiscal 
year and a mark on the uni¬ 
versity for students thinking 
about coming back or apply¬ 
ing for next year,” Jessome 
said.

Development. Alliance 
suggests new approach 


An alliance of 36 social and 
environmental groups is sug¬ 
gesting a new approach to 
the way Halifax does develop¬ 
ment. 

Our HRM Alliance, which 
represents a diverse cross sec¬ 
tion of advocacy groups in the 
municipality, is suggesting 
a “greenbelt” development 
strategy that would channel 
development into four differ¬ 
ent sections.

Kent also said Monday he ex¬ 
pects similar agreements will 
be made with Saskatchewan 
and Alberta — the two other 
provinces with significant 
coal-fired power sources. 


A new agreement between the 
province and the federal gov¬ 
ernment won’t require Nova 
Scotia Power Inc. to wean itself 
off coal-fired power. 

Federal Environment Minis¬ 
ter Peter Kent revealed in Hali¬ 
fax on Monday that Ottawa and 
the province are working on 
an equivalency deal for green¬ 
house-gas emissions. 

The deal, once finalized, will 
allow Nova Scotia regulations 
to trump federal rules if the 
province achieves equivalent 
reductions in emissions. 

“This will achieve the same 
greenhouse-gas reductions as 
the federal approach while at 
the same time providing Nova 
Scotia with the flexibility to 
take an approach that best suits 
its particular circumstances,” 
Kent told reporters. 

It also allows NSPI to keep 
using coal-fired power plants. 

Draft federal regulations 
would have required NSPI to 
close some older coal plants by 


2015. NSPI president Rob Ben¬ 
nett said the move would have 
cost ratepayers “many hun¬ 
dreds of millions of dollars.” 

The equivalency deal will 
not require NSPI to close any 
coal plants — allowing them to 
use coal power intermittently 
during peak hours and seasons. 

“This allows us to make the 
best economic use of the assets 
that we’ve already invested in 
in Nova Scotia, and that helps 
us keep costs down while not 
exceeding the carbon limita¬ 
tions that have been put on by 
the province,” said Bennett. 

Last year, 57 per cent of 
Nova Scotia’s energy needs 
were met by coal power, ac¬ 
cording to Bennett. That’s 
down from about 80 per cent 
only a few years ago. 

The equivalency deal will 
not change the province’s stat¬ 
ed goal of a 25 per cent reduc¬ 
tion in greenhouse-gas emis¬ 
sions by 2020, according to the 
Department of Environment.

“When they first talked 
about equivalency agreements, 
I was waiy,” said Leslie, who is 
the NDP’s environment critic. 

But, she added, “I do think 
this is a just transition for Nova 
Scotia.” 

Leslie said it didn’t make 
sense for Nova Scotia Power 
Inc. — and their ratepayers — 
to invest money in switching 


from coal to natural-gas plants 
as federal regulation requires. 

“When you have a province 
like Nova Scotia that actually is 
frying to be ambitious with its 
renewables ... it makes sense 
to me, and I feel like it’s just, 
that the emissions that this 
province is bringing down 
would count towards the coal 
agreement,” said Leslie.

A 29-year-old Halifax man is 
facing 19 child-pornography 
charges after an eight-month 
investigation. 

Police received a tip in 
July about questionable im¬ 
ages posted online. An inves¬ 
tigation led police to search 
a Huxley Close residence in 
October and seize a computer. 

“It has to do with online 
conversations that ended up 
having somebody defined as 
a child engaging in child por¬ 
nography,” said Const. Brian 
Palmeter, Halifax Regional Po¬ 
lice spokesman. 

The suspect allegedly used 
a fake persona to get the vic¬ 
tims to create images and 
send them to him. 

“It appears everything was 
done via the Internet,” Pal¬ 
meter said. 

Police have charged Mark 
Abou-Haider with five counts 
of luring a child, five counts 
of making child pornography, 
five counts of possessing child 
pornography, three counts of 
sexual exploitation and one 
count of invitation to sexual

The investigation took 
several months because it 
involved tracking down five 
teenaged girls from other 
parts of Canada and the 
United States. 

“Everybody involved, with 
the exception of the accused, 
is from outside of our area,”

to confirm that the person 
whose images were on the 
computer were of the age to 
consider them children.” 

Abou-Haider is due in Hali¬ 
fax provincial court on May 
22 .

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Balloon pilot helped 
save his passengers 
before deadly fall 


Georgia. Investigators 
believe stormy winds 
collapsed the hot-air 
balloon, twisting it into 
the shape of a streamer 


A hot-air balloon pilot found a 
safe spot for his skydiving pas¬ 
sengers to bail out just before 
a thunderstorm sucked in his 
craft and sent him plummeting 
to his death. 

Searchers found the body 
of 63-year-old Edward Ristaino 
on Monday after combing the 
woods in south Georgia with 
helicopters, airplanes, horses 
and all-terrain vehicles. Ben 
Hill County Sheriff Bobby Mc- 
Lemore said a helicopter spot¬ 
ted the balloon, and searchers 
on the ground then found the 
North Carolina resident dead. 

Ristaino was ferrying the 
five skydivers Friday night 
when the fast-developing 
storm struck. Two of the sky- 
divers say Ristaino kept them 


safe by spotting a field where 
they could safely parachute 
and telling them to jump as the 
storm approached. 

“If we would have left a 
minute later, we would have 
been sucked into the storm,” 
said skydiver Dan Eaton of Au¬ 
gusta, Ga. 

He said he didn’t think Ris- 
taino’s choice to embark on the 
trip was reckless. They took off 
into a blue sky from a festival 
in Fitzgerald, Ga. From the air, 
they could see only a fog-like 
haze that later turned into a 
fierce thunderstorm. 

The storm “came out of no¬ 
where,” said skydiver Jessica 
Wesnofske of Cornelia, Ga. 

Wesnofske said winds from 
the storm whipped and rocked 
her parachute on the way 
down, making her realize how 
strong the storm had become. 

“By the time we got to the 
ground, the lightning was hit¬ 
ting the ground,” Wesnofske 
said. “There was spider light¬ 
ning across the sty”

into the clouds, he was using a 
walkie-talkie to speak with his 
ground crew, McLemore said.

Aveos layoffs could cause 
flight delays: Air Canada 


Unrepaired planes. 

Nearly 3,000 
passengers daily 
could be affected if 
planes aren’t promptly 
returned to service 


Air Canada said Monday it 
could be forced to cancel 
flights and strand thousands 
of passengers if the mainten¬ 
ance company that obtained 
creditor protection Monday is 
unable to complete repairs to 
several planes. 

Despite saying earlier in 
the day it won’t be affected 
by the closure, the airline’s 
lawyers argued in vain Mon¬ 
day for a Quebec Superior 
Court judge to order Aveos 
Fleet Performance to not lay 
off more workers and meet 
its obligations to complete 
the repairs. 

Three wide-body planes 
and several narrow-body 
aircraft are sitting in Aveos 
facilities across the country, 
some missing landing gear. 

Air Canada lawyer Louis 
Belanger said the next 24 to 
48 hours will be crucial in 
determining if the aircraft 
repairs can be completed on 
schedule. He said nearly 3,000 


passengers daily could be af¬ 
fected if the planes aren’t 
promptly returned to service. 

Despite what it argued in 
court, Air Canada said in a 
news release that its fleet’s 
maintenance and repair ac¬ 
tivities are done in-house 
and won’t be affected by the 
plant closures. 

“The airline’s line main¬ 
tenance has always been 
performed directly by Air 
Canada, at the airline’s own 
facilities by Air Canada’s 
2,300 maintenance employ¬ 
ees,” the airline said in a 
statement. 

“The airline typically per¬ 
forms its line maintenance 
activities overnight or be¬ 
tween flights, as necessary.” 

Montreal-based Aveos 
said it has permanently shut 
its airframe repair business. 
The move will affect about 
1,800 of the company’s 2,600 
employees. 

The remaining employ¬ 
ees repairing engines and 
components such as landing 
gear have not been let go but 
it wasn’t immediately clear 
when they will be called back 
to work. 

Aveos said it will be able 
to restart operations if it 
can secure liquidity and de¬ 
velop a restructuring plan.

NDP ready to counter expected Tory attack ads 



The NDP is preparing a “sig¬ 
nificant” ad campaign to 
promote its new leader be¬ 
fore the Conservatives get a 
chance to taint Canadians’ 
first impressions with attack 
ads of their own. 

The new leader, to be 
chosen Saturday, will have 
to approve the plan but the 
idea is to beat the Tories to 
the punch. 

“The NDP is not going to 
be caught flat-footed. We are 
going to be defining our own 
leader to the public,” NDP 
spokeswoman Sally Housser 
said in an interview. 


The Conservatives have 
successfully launched attack 
ads that helped demolish the 
reputations of the last two 
Liberal leaders, Stephane Dion 
and Michael Ignatieff. The ads 
portrayed Dion as ineffectual, 
weak and “not a leader,” and 
Ignatieff as an opportunistic 
interloper who was “just visit¬ 
ing” Canada and “didn’t come 
back for you.” 

Liberals agreed at their 
convention in January to set 
aside cash to promote and 
defend their next permanent 
leader, who is to be chosen 
next spring. 


The NDP has also learned 
from the Liberals’ experience 
that Tory attack ads can’t be 
allowed to go unchallenged. 

“We’ve set aside funds for 
a significant ad buy,” said 
Housser. 

NDP officials have no 
doubt the Tories plan to 
smear their party’s new 
leader. They’ve already had a 
taste of things to come in the 
House of Commons, where 
Conservative MPs have for 
months been repeating the 
mantra that the NDP is “not 
fit to govern.”

Lawyer has ‘emotional’ 
meeting with Bales 


A lawyer who is defending 
a U.S. army staff sergeant 
suspected of killing 16 Af¬ 
ghans, including nine chil¬ 
dren, met Monday with the 
soldier for the first time at 
Fort Leavenworth, a con¬ 
versation the attorney de¬ 
scribed as emotional. 

Attorney John Henry 
Browne said he met for 
more than three hours with 
Robert Bales, who is being 
held in an isolated cell at 
the military prison. 

“What’s going on on the 
ground in Afghanistan, you 
read about it, I read about 
it, but it’s totally differ¬ 
ent when you hear about it 
from somebody who’s been 
there,” Browne told The As¬ 
sociated Press by telephone 
during a lunch break.

Bales, 38, and Browne 
are expected to meet again 
Monday afternoon.

Rebecca Steed said earlier

Thirty-six years after its found¬ 
ing, Apple Inc. is finally loos¬ 
ening up its purse strings to 
reward shareholders directly, 
by instituting a dividend and 
share buyback program. 

Investors had been ex¬ 
pecting Monday’s announce¬ 
ment, driving up Apple shares 
37 per cent since manage¬ 
ment hinted in January that a 
dividend was in the works. 

Apple, the world’s most 
valuable company, sits on 
$97.6 billion in cash and se¬ 


curities. For years, CEO Steve 
Jobs resisted calls to reward 
shareholders with some of 
that money. 

He used to say that the 
money was better used to give 
Apple manoeuvring room, for 
instance by giving it the abil¬ 
ity to buy other companies. 

On Monday, new CEO Tim 
Cook said that with this much 
cash on hand, a dividend 
wouldn’t restrain the com¬ 
pany’s options. 

“These decisions will not 
close any doors for us,” he 
told analysts and reporters on 
a conference call. 

Apple generated $31 bil¬ 
lion in cash in the fiscal year 
that ended in September, and 
is on pace to generate even 
more in the current year.

Gareth Evans, The Raid director and writer, about the fighting style in his new film. 


After decades of action mov¬ 
ies and ass-lcicking opuses 
from all across the globe, 
it’s rare for audiences today 
to see something that truly 
knocks them out, much less 
that’s original. 

But Gareth Evans’ The 
Raid: Redemption has set 
a new standard for the cre¬ 
ative ways in which film¬ 
makers can stage big-screen 
showdowns — in terms of 
technique, quality and even 
quantity. 

No movie since the last 
Matrix installment has fea¬ 
tured so many people fight¬ 
ing so furiously all at once, 
over and over. 

If you ask the writer- 
director how he arrived 
at that style as opposed to 
more familiar forms of fisti¬ 
cuffs, however, Evans says 
he was primarily interested 
in introducing the world 
to the Indonesian form of 
martial arts known as silat, 
even as he constructed his 
brilliantly straightforward 
tale of a group of SWAT 
team members trying to 
fight their way out of a drug 
dealer’s fortress-lilce tene¬ 
ment building. 

“In terms of Indonesia, 
we’re still in our infancy 
when it comes to action 
films,” Evans says. 

“We’re huge fans of ac¬ 
tion cinema from America, 
from Hong Kong, from Thai¬ 
land, but we’re very aware 
of the fact that we can’t rep¬ 
licate those. 

“So we needed to create 
this style of fighting — and 
screen fighting — which 
doesn’t feel like it existed 
that much before.” 

While other movies have 
embraced the absurdity of 
the choreography to create 
larger-than-life sequences, 
Evans said he wanted his 
fights to function realistic¬ 
ally, even if he concedes 
that they’re a lot longer 
than his heroes could pos¬ 
sibly endure. 

“Every movement has 
to feel like it’s grounded in 
reality,” the filmmaker ex¬ 
plained. 


Fighting to get noticed 


“So even though the 
duration of the fight is 
the exaggerated part of it, 
all of the movements feel 
real. And you get that feel¬ 
ing when you watch the 
film that if you studied that 
martial art too, you could 
do all of the movements as 
well.” 

The film’s red-hot recep¬ 
tion at film festivals over 


the past several months in¬ 
spired its distributor, Sony 
Pictures Classics, to bank¬ 
roll not one but two more 
movies in the series. 

But even with stateside 
studios knocking down 
his door, Evans said he’s 
happier to keep fighting 
for his own ideas than tak¬ 
ing a victory lap using 
someone else’s. 


“In terms of Hollywood, 
I’m not interested really in 
major big-budget stuff,” he 
revealed. 

“My love is for the type 
of film that I can feel pas¬ 
sionately about in every 
page of the script and every 
line of dialogue. 

“The most ideal situa¬ 
tion for me is to find that 
one person that’s going to 
support me to make 
the film that I want to 
make. 

“I definitely want to 
make movies out here,” he 
added. “But it’s got to be the 
right film, and the right cir¬ 
cumstances too.”

People with cats have fewer 
heart attacks. 

While this seems to be 
true, reports that the purring 
of cats can calm the human 
heart are probably exagger¬ 
ated. That story was widely 
reported last week. 

Metro interviewed Dr. Ad- 
nan Qureshi from the Stroke 
Research Center at the Uni¬ 
versity of Minnesota to find 
out if owning a cat has health 
benefits. He is a leading ex-

pert on the effects owning a 
pet may have on cardiovascu¬ 
lar health. 

“Cat ownership, unlike 
other medical interventions 
available, has minimal risk 
and may be a novel strategy 
for reducing the risk of heart 
disease in high-risk people,” 
he says. 

A few years ago, Qureshi 
and colleagues conducted 
a study of 4,435 people, 55 
per cent of whom had cats. 
They followed the group for 
an average of 20 years to 
see what happened to them, 


health-wise. 

They found a significant¬ 
ly lower risk of death from 
heart attack, stroke and all 
cardiovascular diseases in 
people with cats, even after 
factoring in age, gender, 
ethnicity, blood pressure, 
cigarette smoking, diabetes, 
cholesterol and body mass. It 
is thought that owning a cat 
reduces stress. But perhaps 
there is something more 
calm about the type of people 
who buy cats. 

“Does owning a cat dir¬ 
ectly reduce the risk of heart 
disease or do people who own 
cats have personality traits 
that are protective against 
heart disease?” he asks. 

As for the theory that 
the purring of cats is what 
prevents heart attacks in 
humans, Qureshi is under¬ 
whelmed. 

“Good question (which) 
needs to be answered,” he 
says.

Are energy drinks a good 
source of energy? 

No. Despite their exotic¬ 
sounding ingredients 
— including herbs, amino 
acids and other natural 
compounds with purported 
health benefits — often 
what you’re also getting is a 
lot of sugar and caffeine. 

Yes, as a source of cal¬ 
ories, sugar technically pro¬ 
vides energy, and caffeine 
does give a temporary boost 
(it increases alertness and 
revs up the body’s energy 
systems). 

But nutritionists agree 
there are better ways to 
keep up your energy supply. 
Eat a balanced diet, exercise 
regularly and get enough 
sleep. 

Do manual toothbrushes 
clean just as well as elec¬ 
tric ones? 

No. Do your teeth a 
favour and try an electric 
toothbrush. They remove 
more plaque. 

A review of studies 
involving nearly 4,000 
women and men found that 
an electric toothbrush with 
bristles that rotate in alter¬ 
nating directions removed 


11 per cent more plaque 
and reduced gum disease 
six per cent more than 
manual brushes. (Neither 
manual nor electric brushes 


were found to harm the 
gums.) 

Of course, any kind of 
brushing, plus flossing, is a 
good thing.

When do I have to file my 
taxes? Each year taxes are 
due to Canada Revenue 
Agency (CRA) by midnight of 
April 30. 

How do I file my taxes? 

You, or your professional tax 
advisor, can file your taxes 
through NETFILE (netfile. 
gc.ca). For help using NET- 
FILE, consult CRA’s online 
help or call the NETFILE help 
desk: 1-800-714-7257. Not 
everyone can use NETFILE, 
so check out the restrictions. 
If you run into problems you 
can still file the old-fashioned 
way in paper form and have 
the post office postmark it by 
April 30, 2012. 

What if I’ve moved? File 
your taxes according to the 
address where you were liv¬ 
ing on Dec. 31 of the tax year. 
What if I’ve experienced a 
major life event? If you’ve 
had a child, experienced a 
death in your immediate 
family, got married, separ¬ 
ated or divorced, there are 


special tax considerations 
for your situation, so consult 
with a professional tax 
advisor. 

What if I’m behind on my 
taxes? Get on it! By law, you 
must file a yearly tax return. 
The longer you let it go, the 
more complicated it gets. 

Do I pay a fine if I’m late 
filing my taxes? If you are eli¬ 
gible for a refund, there is no 
penalty. However, if you owe 
taxes, the late filing penalty 
is five per cent of the amount 
you owe for 2011, plus one 
per cent of the balance owing 
for each full month that your 
return is late, to a maximum 
of 12 months. 

Do I have to file a joint tax 
return? Taxes are filed on an 
individual basis in Canada. 
But, if you’re married or 
living common-law you must 
claim your marital status 
because your tax benefits 
are calculated based on total 
household income. 

What can I write off? If you 
are self-employed, you’re 
allowed to claim some busi¬ 
ness expenses against your 
income. If you’re not self-em¬ 
ployed, it’s unlikely you can 
write off employment related 
expenses. Research what you 
can claim or hire an expert. 
Keep receipts and documen¬ 
tation in case you’re audited.

bring back 1.14 litres of liquor 
or 1.5 litres of wine regardless 
of the trip length. 

Savvy cross-border shoppers 
head to the outlet malls and big 
box stores to score deals. But 
with a bit of planning you can 
do even better by monitoring 
the coupon offers at your des¬ 
tination. 

First, check out the local 
newspaper. Advertising is up 
since the worse of the reces¬ 
sion and the papers are full of 
coupons. In Canada, we usually 
see flyer-heavy papers on Wed¬ 
nesday and Thursday, but in 
Florida, for example, Saturday 
or Sunday is when you will find 
the largest number of flyers 
and ads. 

Another great source are 
the newspapers’ websites. They 
are far richer with coupons 
than in Canada. Also, visit store 
websites. Last week, I took ad¬ 
vantage of a two-day only 20 
per cent off any purchase at 


Chico’s and a similar deal at 
Macy’s. Some stores are strict 
about having the coupon in 
hand but when I left my Macy’s 
offer in the printer, the check¬ 
out person swiped one she had 
at the counter to give me the 
discount. 

Finally coupon sites have 
proliferated in the U.S., over 
500 at last count. Here are five 
top websites, according to the 
Wall Street Journal:

With so many camps to 
choose from, finding the one 
that best suits your child’s 
interests, needs and com¬ 
fort level might seem like a 
daunting task. But there are 
steps to make it easier. 

Start by discussing with 
your child how long they 


would like to be away, how 
far away they are willing to 
go, whether they would pre¬ 
fer to go with a friend or is 
OK with going alone, and 
whether they are comfort¬ 
able with a co-ed camp. 

Also talk to your child 
about what kind of camp — 
music, sports, etc. — they 
might enjoy. 

“If a child has a specific 
desire to do some activity, 
that’s helpful to know, and 
parents can zero in on that,” 
says Doug Saul, camp direc¬ 
tor, Camp Chief Hector, a 
YMCA camp in Alberta. So 
if your child is passionate 


about soccer, a soccer camp 
might be perfect for them. 

On the other hand, if they 
play indoor soccer all winter, 
perhaps they would want to 
try something entirely differ¬ 
ent outdoors. 

“He may want to do horse¬ 
back riding or backpacking 
for some diversity,” says Saul. 

Remember, though, 
camps typically offer the 
same wonderful experience. 

“Kids would be happy 
with almost any camp they 
went to because there’s go¬ 
ing to be that sense of cama¬ 
raderie, and safe and fun 
activities at almost any camp 


they go to,” says Saul. 

Narrow your search to 
camps that are accredited. 
This means that they not 
only meet minimum provin¬ 
cial standards for such things 
as fire safety, food service 
and health care, but also vol¬ 
untarily abide by additional 
standards deemed best prac¬ 
tices in such areas as safety, 
programs and leadership. 

A great place to search is 
the Canadian Camping Asso¬ 
ciation (ccamping.org). Click 
on the province you live 
in, and punch in the camp 
criteria you are interested 
in. For example, says Saul, 


“if you prefer a residential 
co-ed camp that has sailing 
and canoe tripping, look on 
the menu and check those 
boxes.” 

Most camps offer sessions 
from as early as age seven 
and some go up to age 17 
years. 

Consider easing your 
child into camp by first tak¬ 
ing them to a family camp. 
Here they can get a taste of 
the camp experience in the 
company of mom, dad and 
siblings. 

“The family can make 
that camp part of their com¬ 
munity, and when it’s time 


for kids to go without par¬ 
ents, they feel at home,” says 
Saul. 

The Girl Guides offer “par¬ 
ent and me” weekends and 
even “grandma, mom and 
me” weekends to aid in the 
transition from family camp¬ 
ing to solo camping, says Jill 
Dundas, the executive direc¬ 
tor of Girl Guides of Canada, 
Ontario Council. 

Finally, consider your 
budget; camps can be hard 
on the bankbook, especially if 
you have more than one child. 
Check with your provincial 
camping association for infor¬ 
mation on financial assistance.

March break is over and now 
it’s time to plan the next big 
event — summer camp. 

Here are some helpful 
tips to make the experience 
more fun for your child — 


and easier on you. 

• Check the website of the 
camp you are interested in: 
You and your child can view 
pictures of the site and get a 
feel for the programs. 

• Attend information ses¬ 
sions. Many camps hold 
such sessions in convenient 


urban settings, says Doug 
Saul, camp director, Camp 
Chief Hector, a YMCA camp 
located about an hour’s 
drive west of Calgary “Your 
children may even meet the 
counsellor who will be car¬ 
ing for them.” 

• Make the trip to the on-site 


open house. Your child can 
test some of the activities, 
visit the cabins and even 
meet kids they will see in 
the summer. “In that way, 
they get to know the lay of 
the land” says Saul. 

• Reassure your child that 
they can take a cherished 
item. For example, if they 
have a favourite stuffed 
animal, tell them they can 
bring it. 

• Mark the camp date on 
the calendar. As the date ap¬ 
proaches, discuss how much 
fun camp will be. . 

• Have your child spend at 
least two nights at a friend’s 
or relative’s house. This gives 
them enough time to get ac¬ 
customed to being away from 
parents and home, says Jill 
Dundas, the executive direc¬ 
tor of Girl Guides of Canada, 
Ontario Council 

• Give your child some 
stamped, pre-addressed en¬ 
velopes for letters home. “I ac¬ 
tually still have some of these 
from when I went to camp 
that I didn’t actually send,” 
says Saul. “They still have 12- 
cent stamps on them.”

• The Canadian Camping 
Association (CCA) is a non¬ 
profit national federation 
of nine provincial camping 
associations representing 
more than 700 camps across 
the country.

• Talk about your child’s 
fears and apprehensions. 
You might want to empha¬ 
size that there won’t be the 
bright city lights at camp 
(but there will be lots of 
beautiful stars in the sky), 
and that they won’t hear 
loud traffic noises (but they 
might get to hear crickets 
chirping and owls hooting) 

• Moderate your expecta¬ 
tions. If you had a phenom¬ 
enal experience as a young 
camper, you don’t want your 
child to feel badly if they 
didn’t have as good a time 

• Don’t make comments that 
reflect your own anxiety 
about your child’s absence. 
For example, says Saul, don’t

say “I hope you’ll be OK,” 
or “What will I do without 
you?”

Instead, 
tell your child you can’t wait 
to hear their exciting stories 
or see pictures of what they 
did at camp 

• Avoid telling your child 
that you will pick them up 
if they don’t like camp. “It’s 
normal for young people 
to miss being at home,” 
says Saul. Research shows 
if campers persevere, they 
will love camp. Rest assured, 
camp staff members are ex¬ 
perienced in dealing with 
homesickness and if there’s 
a continual and real prob¬ 
lem, you will be notified.

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Checklist. What to bring to camp

Many camps have their own 
idea of what kids should bring 
to camp, and that list might 
vary by type of camp, length 
of stay, and age group. For 
example, 14 and 15 year olds 
might require different items 
than eight and nine year olds. 

That said, there is some 
gear that every camper should 
have, says Doug Saul, camp 
director, Camp Chief Hector, 
a YMCA camp in Alberta. 

At the top of the list are 
a sturdy rain jacket, water¬ 
proof pants and rubber boots, 
says Saul. 

Also, bring a selection of 
sturdy everyday shoes (not 
flip-flops). At home, you 
might have time to dry out 
your shoes before going out 
again, but at camp, activities 
tend to be ongoing so there 
might not be time, explains 
Saul. 

Shampoo and soap are 
other important items to 
have at camp. Although most 
places have tuck shops that 


stock these and other toiletry 
items, bringing your own sup¬ 
ply helps to make the camp 
experience “your own,” says 
Saul. 

Other typical items on a 
camp checklist include: 

• A warm sleeping bag or 
other bedding 

• Sunscreen (with SPF of at 
least 15) 

• Sun hat 

• Bathing suits 

• Towels 

• Insect repellant 

• Water bottle 

• T-shirts 

• Sweatshirts 

• Shorts 

• Pyjamas 

• A warm jacket 

• Flashlight (and batteries) 

Many camps don’t specify 
exactly how many of a par¬ 
ticular item to pack because 
that might vary by household. 
For example, for a one-weelc 
stay, the camp might suggest 
bringing enough underwear 
and socks for six days. 

When packing, choose 
clothing that your child feels 
comfortable wearing. 


Camps typically suggest 
labeling all clothing and 
equipment. On each piece, 
sew a tape with your child’s 
name on it (don’t use mark¬ 
ing pencils as they wash off). 
Put these tapes in places that 
are easy to find; for example, 
in the middle of the waist¬ 
band at the back of pants or 
jeans. 

Get your child to help pack 
for camp. This way, they will 
know what items they will 
have and where to find them. 

Most camps tell families 
not to pack food, money, 
knives or flammable products, 
and to leave video games, cell¬ 
phones, laptops, and other 
valuables behind. Not only 
might these items get lost or 
stolen, but they also interfere 
with social interactions that 
are what camp is supposed to 
be all about. 

Other “no-no’s” at camp, 
says Jill Dundas, the execu¬ 
tive director of Girl Guides of 
Canada, Ontario Council, are 
heavily scented products that 
attract insects and may be of¬ 
fensive to some campers.

The Denver Broncos got their 
Man. Make that Peyton Man¬ 
ning. 

Pending final contract nego¬ 
tiations, Manning will join John 
Elway’s Broncos with hopes of 
winning another Super Bowl. 

So much for Tebowmania. 

Still to be decided is what 
happens to last season’s 
quarterback sensation, Tim 
Tebow. 

The Broncos and Manning 
agent Tom Condon spent Mon¬ 
day working out parameters 
of a deal expected to be worth 
about $95 million over five 
years after the NFL’s only four¬ 
time MVP called Elway, the 
Broncos’ revered QB-tumed- 
executive, and told him he had 
decided to come to Denver. 

Tennessee Titans owner Bud 
Adams also said Manning let 
him know that he had picked 
the Broncos. Adams released a 
statement Monday confirming 
the Titans were out of the run¬ 
ning and later said to The Ten¬ 
nessean: “He called me himself 
and told me he wasn’t coming, 
that he made his mind up to go 
with Denver.” 

Besides the Titans, the San 
Francisco 49ers had been a 
finalist in the chase for Man¬ 
ning, who turns 36 on Saturday 
and missed all of 2011 because 
of multiple neck surgeries. 

ESPN first reported the 
record-setting quarterback in¬ 
structed his agent to negotiate 
the details of a deal with the 
Broncos, less than two weeks 
after the Indianapolis Colts re¬ 
leased him rather than pay a 
$28-million bonus.

That’s 
a big assumption, but Vegas 
oddsmakers quickly gave it 
their stamp of approval, lower¬ 
ing the odds of the Broncos 
winning the Super 
Bowl from as Mgh as 
50-1 to 10-1.

“I think it’s a great place 
for him,” Broncos defensive 
end Robert Ayers said outside 
the Broncos’ complex.

Despite being sidehned all 
of last season, Manning’s suc¬ 
cess in the past — the Colts 
averaged a 12-4 record from 
2001-10 — made Mm by far 
tMs off-season’s top potential 
signing and perhaps the most 
desired free agent ever. 

He was wooed to Denver 
by Hall of Fame quarterback 
Elway, who led the Broncos 
to two Super Bowl champion- 
sMps and now serves as their 
vice-president of football oper¬ 
ations. 

Elway, who retired from the 
game after winning Ms second 
straight title m 1999, never 
sounded all that convinced 
Tebow was the answer at the 
sport’s most important position 
and now could trade the enor¬ 
mously popular but flawed QB.

“I wouldn’t say I feel bad for 
him,” Ayers said.
